To the Class of 1955 


How far away graduation day seemed to be when you entered our schoo! of nursing three 
years ago to form the Class of 1955. On that day in September, 1952, when you began the study 
of nursing, you were happy and at the same time, sad and fearful. Happy in the knowledge that 
your dreams of becoming a nurse were about to become a reality; sad, because you were 
leaving a home and the protection of your loved ones to reside among strangers; and fearful, 
because of all you had been told about the sacrifices nurses have to make. 

The three years that you then anticipated with so many misgivings have now passed. As 
you look back over them you realize that you were happy during those years in spite of the fact 
that there were times when you became discouraged and thought that you could not go on. 
You found friends among those strangers of three years ago, real friends, who will be dear 
to you as long as you live; and the regulations of which you were so fearful have helped you 
to develop a spirit of charity and self-sacrifice which is so essential for success and happiness 
in your work. 

As students in Saint Vincent’s School of Nursing you were sincere in your efforts to up- 
hold the standards of your school and of your profession; and you were equally sincere in the 
service of your Master. Not only have you imitated Him in that very special way which is 
your privilege, the care of the sick; but you have likewise shown your love for Him by daily 
attendance at Mass and the frequent reception of the Sacraments. 

Once more you stand on the threshold of a new undertaking, and once more you are 
experiencing emotions of happiness, of sorrow, and of fear. Happiness in the satisfaction of 
a job well done and the attainment of your goal to become a nurse; sorrow, because once 
again you must break away from loved ones; and fear, because of the uncertainties of the new 
and more independent manner of living you are now facing. 

Some of you will continue with your studies, while others will choose to practice their 
profession in one of the many specialties available to nurses. Some will remain in Erie and 
others will be called to serve in distant lands. Some will, no doubt, make a career of nursing; 
others will, sooner or later, forsake the nursing profession to become wives and mothers; and 
still others, I hope, to become spouses of Christ. Success and happiness, however, do not 
depend so much on where you are or what you are doing as on your willingness to serve. You 
were happy the past three years because of the service you were rendering to God and io His 
sick. Your happiness in the future will be in proportion to the service you render in the spirit 
of true Christian charity. 

My prayer for you, as you leave Saint Vincent’s School of Nursing, is that you will bring 
the blessing of God on your work by serving as faithfully in the future as you have served in 
the past.
